It is interesting to note that when all prefixes 
are used for a license class, prefixes from the next lowest class will then be 
utilized.

@ Scuttlebutt coming out of Washington sort of indicates that we can forget about 
the Plain Language Rewrite of the Amateur Radio Service Rules. (FCC Docket #80-729) “™ 
Senator Barry Goldwater, who throws a lot of weight around administration circles, is 
opposed to it. The League is opposed to it. Most comments received from the amateur 
community were opposed to it. It even appears that Chairman Fowler now has no interest 
in pursuing it further. Chris Imlay, the League's Assistant General Counsel reports 
that he has "been assured that the FCC staff will propose to the Commissioners that 
they kill off the docket. This action will take place after the closing date since to 
do it sooner would make the Commission look rediculous." 


(ED- It seems to me that if less time and money were spent on this kind 
of wheel-spinning, there would be more than adequate of each to take 
care of more important administrative stuff) 


FCC SEEKS COMMENTS ON AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE RULES IMPACT ON GROUPS 


The Commission is seeking comment on a list of rules to be reviewed over the next 
12 months in accordance with the Regulatory Flexibility Act. This is the first section 


of a five year plan to review all rules. Among the FCC Rules to be reviewed during 
1982 are.... 

(1) Part 2 Subpart J - Frequency Allocations & Radio Treaty Matters 

(2) Part 15 Subpart G - Radio Frequency Devices 

(3) Part 17 - Construction, Marking & Lighting of Antenna Structures 

(4) Part 25 - Satellite Communications 

(5) Part 83 Subparts A,B,D,K,L - Shipboard Stations in Maritime Services 

(6) Part 90 Subparts A-F - Private Land Mobile Radio Services 


(7) Part 95 Subpart A - Personal Radio Services (This subpart covers only the "General 
Section" of the Citizens Band rules. i.e: Basis & Purpose. Definitions, Policy, etc.) a 


8) Part 97 All Subparts - Amateur Radio Service 


The FCC is soliciting comments on how the existing rules in these services impact 
such "entities" as small businesses, non-profit organizations, and so forth. (The 
dictionary defines "entity" as "something that exists as a separate thing." so 
obviously groups such as the nation's youth, elderly, radio clubs, retired, even groups 
such aS experimenters, hobbyists, liesure time operators, etc., are also included.) 


The Commission is particularly interested on how their rules..... 


@ Economically impact the commenter @ Continued need for the rules 

® Complexity of the rules @ Extent to which the rules overlap 

® Degree to which technology, economic conditions and other factors have changed in 
the area affected by the rules. 

@And any other matters that would facilitate an informed review.

Where feasible, worthy comments "will be incorporated into the FCC's broad regulatory 
review," the Commission noted. (From FCC Report #16664, dated: October 28, 1981.)
